The  dramas  called  No,  which  were  developed  in  the  fifteenth 
century  from  the  early  religious  plays  of  the  thirteenth,  were 
written  by  the  actors  themselves,  and  by  Buddhist  monks  for 
the  most  part  of  the  Zen  sect.  Like  the  art  of  this  period 
the  drama  was  remarkable  for  its  restraint.  Realism  was  not 
enhanced  by  stage  settings,  in  fact  the  only  accessories  were 
the  robes  and  the  masks  of  the  actors. 

These  masks  were  at  first  few,  but  by  degrees  became  more 
specialized  till  they  served  to  express  an  almost  infinite 
variety  of  character.  The  sculptors  attained  great  skill  in 
reducing  human  traits  and  emotions  to  their  essentials  and 
eliminating  the  unnecessary  lines  of  the  countenance.  This  fact, 
together  with  the  consideration  that  they  were  made  to  be 
seen  from  a distance,  accounts  for  something  of  their  weird 
appearance. 

In  this  collection  are  representatives  of  the  masks  for  special 
characters  in  the  drama;  Kagekiyo,  a blinded  knight,  Yorimasa 
a defeated  general,  Semimaru  the  blind  musician  Prince  ; also 
mythological  beings, — Yamauba  a mountain  spirit,  and  Shojo, 
the  red  faced  Bacchus.  There  were  men,  demons,  gods  and 
ghosts,  but  the  last  were  the  commonest.  We  have  here  Chujo 
and  Heida,  two  heroes  of  noble  birth,  and  Yaseotoko  and 
Daiakujo,  who  were  peasants.
